Washington, March 4—William Mc- 


Kinley of Ohio, today was inducted into 
the presidential office, being the eighth 
in the illustrious line ofl presidents of 
the United States thus honored by the 
American people with a* second con- 
secutive term. 


Simultaneously, Theodore Koosevelt 


of New York, became vice president of 
the United States. 


The ceremony that marked, this sec- 


ond assumption by President McKinley 
of the cares of statp was most impres- 
sive and full of suggestion of the de- 
velopment of the public during the 
past four years. 


Every presidential inauguration iri re- 


cent years has had its parade, always 
creditable tn size, and variety and usu- 
ally having some distinctive feature. 


That which followed President Mc- 


Kinley today on his return from the 
capitol to the white*-house, ana passed 
in review there before him, was differ- 
ent from all its predecessors In th"e ma- 
jestic predominance of the military fea- 
ture. 


The, civil contingent was quite up tq 


the average'in .point of numbers; yet 
bji actual count made by the'm'arahals 
the men iri soldierly uniforms outnum- 
bered the civilians! in line by more than 
three to on*. 


In the 
serried ranks of blue were 


many soldiers who had carried 
the 


country's flag far out .into the world, 
and had waged a war which was a51 Jn 
the future wherJ the last inaugural pro- 
cession marched along Pennsylvania 
avenue. 


For the first time in, a quarter of a 


century! the president rode flrom the 
white house to the capitol without a 
successor beside him in his carriage. 


Grant was the last of the presidents 


of the United States up to this time to 
occupy a similar positionl 


President McKinley had for his com- 


panions in his carriage members of the 
committee specially chosen by congress 
to take charge of the inauguration 
headed by Senator Mark Hanna, him- 
self a nationb.1 figuie. 


The nations of^the world, great and 


small, paid their" tribute to the presi- 
dent in attendance at the ceremonies at 
the capitol and in reviewing the great 
parade. In addition! to the splendid dip- 
lomatic representation, there was pres- 
ent tor the first time the head of govern 
ment of our next door neighbor, the 
dominion of "Canada, in the person of 
Lord Minfto, the imperial governor gen- 
eral. 


The American navy, which has so dis- 


tinguished fiself in the past four years, 
was represented in the ceremonies more 
numerously than ever before. Half a 
dozen warships more than have assem- 
bled in the Potomac sintee the days oS 
the Civil war, contributed through their 
sailors and marines one of the most 
unique and enjoyable features of the 
ceremony, marching over a thousand 
strong lonlg- the streets. 
• 


The states of the union rendered their 


homage to the president, and demon- 
strated that no party feeling dominated 
today's great event by the attendance 
of 14 governors, representing north, 
south and west, most of them, accompan 
led by numerous staffs. 
There were 


Governor Odell ofl New York, Governor 
Yates of Illinois, jGovernbr Bliss of 
Michigan, GovernoV Van Sandt of Min- 
nesota, Governor Richards of Wvoming, 
Governor Stone of PpTirbvlvaTiia. Gov- 
ernor Dietrich of Nebraska, Governor 
Shaw of Iowa, Governor Crane ofl Mas- 
sachusetts, Governor MacMillan, 
of 


Tennessee; Governor Heard of Mis- 
souri, Goverrbr Barnes of Oklahoma, 
Governor Smith of Maryland, Govern- 
or Lcngino of Mississippi. 


Though worn and weary, the legisla- 


tive branch ol the national government 
faithfully executed its part inl the day's 
ceremonies. The protracted sessions of 
the last few days, involving work day 
and night, imposed severe phyrfcal 
strain upon the senators and representa 
tives. yet when the time came to close 
up the task of legislation! and turn to 
the inauguration of the pwldent, all 
was In readiness in the capitol. 


At 3 o'clock this morning a, drizzling 


rain was falling. 
j 


At sunrise the cl'ouds were thick but 


by 8 o'clock the sun shone bright and 
the clouds -nere d.sappsarmg and every 
thing ptemted to a glorlonn day. There 
were crowds on the streets and the 
early troops were out, The trains 
were bringing thousand*. 


There was a change for the worse in 


the weather before noon. The skies 
were overcast, and light rain was fall, 
ing at 1 o'clock,

By 9 o'clock the big stands were filled 


up 


Kverything from soap boxes and flour 


J barrels was in requisition. 


Colonel Roosevelt left the home of his 


sister, Mrs. Cowles- at 10.15 for the 
capital, accompanied by a joint con- 
gressional committee. 


His guard of honor was squadron A 


of New York. 


The veterans of the civil war assem- 


bled at the White House at 10 o'clock 


, and escorted the president to the capi- 
tal. 


The president signed many bills, in- 


cluding the sundry civil bill and also 
the St. Louis exposition bill. He was 
unable to sign the river and harbors- 
bill as it was still in the conference 
stage. 


Then he went to the senate to witness 


the introduction 
of Vice President 


R'oosevelt. 


The historic chamber was without 


decorations. The floor was occupied by 
the president and men famous in the 
world's history and the-galleries by 
brilliantly 
attired 
women. 
Lady 


Pauncefote, Madame Wu and Madam 
Takahara, Mrs. McKinley and 
Mrs. 


Roosevelt and relatives were the tar- 
gets for all eyes. 
Vic&-President Roosevelt was sworn in 
at 12.24. Then he called the new, senate 
to order and administered the bath to 
the newly elected senators, 
v 


It was just 10.30 o'clock when the 


president entered the White House car- 
riage, drawn by 4 horses belonging to 
the executive stable*. With him in 
the carriage were Senator Hanna and 
Representatives, McRae and Cannon. 


Secretary Cortelyou and members of 


the cabinet took places in their owi 
carriages and with a trumpet blast the 
procession started. 


The carriages left the grounds by the 


east gate and turned west up Pennsyl- 
vania avenue to reach the rear of the 
escorting column and then counter- 
marched, passing the White House 
again at 10.50 o'clock. 


Gran Marshal Greene and staff was 


at the head cf the Una, 
. Mounted policemen cleared the way 
for the escorting column as it swept 
into Pennsylvania avenue. A military 
band from governor's island, New fork 
furnished music for the first detach- 
ment. 


The staff made a splendid appear- 


ance in full dress uniforms, represent- 
ing every branch of the military ser- 
vice. 


After quite a breach in the line came 


the veterans of the civil war, headed 
by General Daniel E. Sickles sitting' on 
his charger in magnificent style not- 
withstanding the absence of a leg he 
left on the field of Gettysburg. 


Two bands supplied stirring1 music 


for the old veterans. On the right 'of 
line was the uniform, veteran union 
followed by the union veteran legion 
and they in turn by the veterans of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. This con- 
tingent was led by the famous Rough 
Rider band. 


There were according to calculations, 


more than 1000 G. A. R. and kindred 
veteran organizations in line and this, 
which may be their last participation 
in an inauguration procession, had in 
it, an element of pathos that appealed 


Then came a carriage containing Ad- 


miral Dewey and General Miles in full 
uniform, seated side by side. 


A good deal of enthusiasm was de- 


veloped as the-commanders of land and 
seas passed along the avenue. 


But a great shout went up as the 


grey uniforms of the West Poiut cadets 
c-ame in sight, and Jhe spontaneous 
cheering showed clearly that the boys 
had lost nothing in the popular neart 
through the overhauling they have 
had at the hands of congress, 


Right in their footsteps came the 


middies from Annapolis and the march- 
ing of the latter was superb. Both the 


j cadet corps had cast off their over- 
1 coats and the tight fitting coats of 
gray and navy blue made an, admir- 
able contrast to the more heavily clad 
regulars, who now began to march 
along. 


The president was greeted with great 


cheers as he went to the inaugural 
platform 
anfr 
bowed acknowledge- 


ments. 


The president was sworn in on a 


handsomely decor%*ed stand on the east 
front of the capitol in the presence of 
a surging multitude. 


It was a sudden transformation from 


the impressive solemnity of the senate 
pffeceedings to the briuiancy and clam- 
or of an outdoor spectacle °fl mammoth 
proportion. 


Quite as many women were in the 


throngs as men, their bught hats arid 
gay gowns mingling \vith the color of 
hundreds of tiny flags waved aloft on 
canes. 


Far over to the left stretched the mili- 


tary • :o«t, horse, foot and artillery 
and oil on the right of the state troops 
division after division, were awaiting 
the sig-nlal to move. 


It is estimated 40 000 people w«re pack 


ed in this assemblage. 


Looking toward the capitol flront still 


another scene of animation was pre- 
sented. 


The oath was admmisetred by chief 


Justice Fuller at 1 17 o'clock. 


There was impressive silence as the 


president started to read amid rain. 
whicji, although it nearly stopped sev- 
eral times finally fell in a steady down- 
pour. 


President McKinley at the concul- 


sion of his aodress returned to the sen- 
ate wing and had luncheon. 


Mrs. Roosevelt and- family lunched 


with Mrs. McKinley* at the White 
House.

TWO EAGLES KILL A DEER. 


A LttBbermnn'B Story of m lilfht 
In 


the Wood* at M«lne. 


W. P. Oakes, who has Just returned 


from a surveying expedition in the 
Meoaehead lake region, brings back a 
story of a fight between two hungrj 
eagles and a deer, which was related 
to him by an eyewitness of the affair, 
S. D. Bice of Gullford, a lumberman. 


One morning, says the New York 


Bun, 
Bice started from camp with a 


sled. In following the tste" road he 
observed seine distance ahead of him 
a fine deer, wlifch disappeared on his 
approach. Continuing on to a bend in 
the road, he again saw the deer, which 
again withdrew as the sled advanced. 


Not more than five minutes later Mr. 


Bice was astonished to see, stretched 
out dying ju the snow near the road- 
side, the Identical deer that bad fled 
on seeing him, and perched upon its 
side were two large black white head- 
ed eaglea. 
The birds flew away on 


seeing Bice. 
He thinks they must 


have weighed 40 or 50 pounds each 
and have had a spread of wings of 
from six to eight feet. 


He thinks the eaglas had been 


watching the deer f«r some time and 
waiting until it had reached au open 
spot in the woods so they could attack 
it. Then they hurled themselves upon 
the animal with terrific force and laid 
him low with blows from wings and 
beaks. 


Mr. Bice picked the deer up and 


placed it upon his sled, intending to 
take it back to camp and save its life 
if possible, but before he had driven 
half a mile farther the deer breathed 
its last. The sharp beaks of the eagles 
had severed a number of arteries in 
the animal's neck, and it bled to death 
on the sled. 


In a little town in South Dakota 


they are considering the erection of a 
monument to a dog which awoke its 
master and possibly prevented the de- 
struction of the village by fire.

pines, I shall continue the efforts al- 
ready begun until order shall be re- 


j ttored throughout the islands, aud as 


fast as conditions permit will establish 
local governments, in the formation of 
which the full co-operation of the peo- 
ple has been already lavited, and when 
established will encourage the ppople 
to administer them. 


The settled purpose, long ago pro- 


claimed, to afford the inhabitants of 
the islands self government as fast as 
they were ready for it, will be pursued 
witu earnestness and fidelity.

THE PAST AND FUTURE 


Roosevelt Has Faith IB Our Ability 


to Bear Our Share of Burdens 


At 11:50 occurred the inauguration 


of Theodore Koosevelt as vice president. 
The ceremony in the senate chamber 
was attended by the president and a 
distinguished company. 
Vice Presi- 


dent Roosevelt said: 


The history" ,of free government is in 


large part the history -of those repre- 
sentative legislative bodies in which, 
from the earliest times, fiee govern- 
ment has found its loftiest expression. 
They must ever hold a peculiar and 
exalted position In the record which 
tells how the great nations-of the world 
have endeavored to achieve and pre- 
serve orderly freedom. 
No man can 


render to his fellows greater service 
than is rendered by him who, witli fear- 
lessness aud honesty, with sanity and 
disinterestedness, does his life work as 
a member of such a body. 


Especially 5s this the case when the 


legislature in which the service is ren- 
dered is a vital part in tao governmental 
machinery of one of those world powers 
to whose hands, in the course of the 
ages, is entrusted n. leading part in 
shaping the destinies of mankind. 


For weal or for woe, for good or for 


evil, this is true of our own mighty 
nation. 
Great privileges aud great 


powers are ours, and heavy are the re- 
sponsibilities that go with these priv- 
ileges and these powers. Accordingly 
as we do well or i" so shall mankind 
In the future be raised or cast down. 
We belong to a young nation, already 
of giant strength, yet whose present 
strength is but a forecast of the power 
that is to come. 
We stand supremo 


in a continent, in a hemisphere. East 
and west we look across the two great 
oceans toward the larger world life, in 
v/4iich, whether vre ^ ill or not, we must 
take an ever increasing share. 


And. as, keen eyed, we gaze into the 


coining years, duties, new and old, rise 
thick and fast to confront us from with- 
in and from without. 
There is every 


reason why wo should face these du- 
ties with a «=<iber appreciation alike of 
their importance and of their difficulty. 
But there is also every reason for fac- 
ing them with high hearted resolution 
and eager and confident faith in our 
capacity to do them aright. 
A great 


work lies ready to the band of tUis gen- 
eration; it should count, itself happy 
indeed that to It Is given the privilege 
o* doing such a work. 
A leading part 


therein must be taken by this, the 
august and powerful legislative body 
over which I have been called to pre- 
side. 
Most deeply I appreciate the 


privilege of my resit ion: for high indeed 
is the honor of presiding over the 
American senate at the outset of the 
20th century.

Washington, March 4—The house, 


tthich was still in the legislative day 
of Friday, WHS in session from 2 to U 
yesterday afternoon, aud last evening 
from 8 o'clock it worked on into the 
night to dispose of the conference re- 
ports which crowded in upon it. Every- 
body was at a high tension, and it only 
required a bpark to create a aceuc*. No 
sensational mcidentb such as usually 
occur durfiig the closing hours occurred 
however. The galleijes were packed to 
the doors all day aud evening, witlc in- 
auguration visitors. 


There was a big fight during the af- 


ternoon over the senate amendment to 
the sundry, oivil bill, which linked to- 
gether the fate ot.the St. Louis. Buf- 
falo and Charleston exposition appro- 
priations. 
Mr. Cannon led the fight 


against them, aud defeated a motion to 
concur.

der the legislative day of Saturday, and 
continued su to work until the session 
was declared adjourned finally at noon 
today.

STRIKERS flOW BOSSES. 


Hillmea. Raised Money amd Built 


Their Ow» Sawmill. 


Sawmill operatives who went on 


strike in San Francisco recently are 
now running a big co-operative mill. 
Seeing no other way to supply the un- 
ion carpenters of the city with union 
mill material and failing to induce the 
mills to start up on the eight hour ba- 
sis, the strikers decided to raise the 
money to build a mill of their own 
with the assistance of organized labor. 


The unions have now erected the big- 


gest mill in the state of California. 
The wheels of this concern are running 
on full time, and its perfect machinery 
is turning out eight hour mill work as I 
fast as 2,000 union carpenters can place j 
it on the buildings in the city. The mill 
is equipped with tbe best machinery in 
l 


tbe market. 


Three shifts of 75 men eacb run the 


mill night and day. 


This Is the first time in the history of 


organized labor where such an effort 
was put forward to win a strike. 


The new concern is owned by the 


Progressive Planing Mill company, a 
corporation formed by delegates repre- 
senting the various local unions In the 
city that hare subscribed for the stock. 
It was chartered with a capital of 
$100,000, or 20.000 shares at $5 per 
fhare, vtiich Trere said cnly tc bona ' 
fide local unions and not to individual 
members. 
The company is entirely 


free from debt. Cash has been paid 
for everything purchased to date. The 
value of the plant is about $25,OtM). 


Some of tbe employers are offering 


•s bigh as $7 per day to any of their 
old, experienced bands who will return 
to work, but the men are determined 
not to go back until they get the eight 
hour dr,y. „

Young Fosburg made his 


statement to avoid breaking the" news 
of May's death suddenly to her sistei'. 


Miss Esther was visiting Mr. Daniels 


of Adama at the time of the tracedv. 
and was brought down to Pittsfield tha 
next day by Mrs. Daniels, who knew of 
the death, but had kept it from the 
young woman. 


They were met by the elder and 


^ounger Fosburg at the station, ani 
Mrs. 
Daniels seeing them, said: 
"I 


think your father has some bad news 
for you." The young woman hurried to 
them, and seeing her father's face badly 
bruised, said, "Oh, papa, what has hap- 
pened?" Before the father could answer 
her, as his A-oice was choked with emo- 
tion, her brother, noticing- that they 
were the center of all eyes, said, ,"Oh, 
father and I have been in a scrap." 


While this conversation was going on 


they were walking through a door in 
the north side of the depot and through 
another on the east side, to avoid the 
people staring at them, where they took 
a hack, and the party, father, son, 
daughter, and Mr. and Mrs. Daniels, 
were driven to the house on Tyler street 


Concerning in* Trial 


It is talked n'ow in local legal circles 


that the tria1 of Robert S- Fosburg on 
the charge of manslaughter at the 
July sitting of the criminal superior 
court will probably te assigned to^a 
certain date during that time by ar- 
rangement between District Attorney 
Gardner and counsel for the defense. 
The grand jury will meet the second 
Monday in July, and the trial of causes 
begins the foll'owing week. The usual 
course is to hear jail cases first and 
when they are disposed of parties on 
bail are then tried. If the Fosburg 
case takes its regular order with other 
criminal causes 'on bail, this would 
throw the hearing well on toward Au- 
gust unlessi it is arranged between the 
parties to take it up at a certain day, 
when the attention of the court will 
be directed solely to that matter. There 
has been so much publicity given to 
the case in Berkshire county through 
the press that it has been suggested by 
some of the local lawyers that the 
same course be pursued as in a murder 
trial, and a panel of J.-J jurors be sum- 
moned. This would allow for many 
who had formed an opinion in the case 
and so wish to be excused, ana also 
challenges

Alonzo Miller 


Alonzo Miller died yesterday after- 


noon at 1 o'clock at his home, 35 Union 
street, aged 67 years. His health had 
been failing flor four years, and a week 
ago today he underwent an important 
operation. It was successful and he 
speedily rallied, but com-olications en- 
sued Thursday night and he lapsed into 
unconsciousness, in which condition he 
remained till the time of his death. 


Mr. Miller was born in Canada, but 


came -when 11 years old to this city. ! 
where he had since lived. He learned ' 
the blacksmith's trade of his brother, ' 
the late Peter Miller, who at that time 
was in business at the Beaver,and went 
into business for himself when he was 
17 years old, his first shop being on 
Pearl street. Many years ago he moved 
to Union street, where he had his home 
and business, and he had long been one 
of the most prominent blacksmiths of 
tha city. He was a hard working and 
enterprising man, possessed oil good 
business judgment, and he accumulatei- 
a competency. He was a. quiet, pleas- 
ant and agreeable man and much re- 
spected citizen. He had been a member 
of ithe Methodist church for many years 


Mr. Miller was twice married. His 


first wife was Miss Harriet Cary of this 
city, whom he married in 1853. She died 
in 1893, leaving one daughter, Mrs. 
Charles M. Sprague of New lork city, 
who was with, him at the time of his 
death. In 1894 he married Lizzie A. 
Griggs of Quebec, who survives him. 
He also leaves two brothers and two 
sisters, Joseph and Frank Miller of 
Greenwich, N. Y., Mrs. Abraham Pot- 
terton o3 Boston and Mrs. Anthony Le- 
Grow of Toledo. O. 


The funeral will be held at his late 


home tomorrow afternoon at 2.30 o'clock 
The services will be conducted by Rev. 
J. A. Hamilton, pastor 01" the Methodist 
church, assisted by Rev. Dr. G. W. 
Brown of Rutland, Vt., formerly pastor 
of the eMthodist church in this city, 
and now presiding elder oil the Burtins- 
ton district. 


Dr. Thomac Rilcy of Adam* 


Dr. Thomas Riley of Adams died this 


morning at the Northampton asylum, 
irJ the 58th year of his age. He had 
been in the asylum for about two years, 
and his death was caused by naresis. 


Dr. Riley was born in Louth, Ireland, 


and came to this country when youns. 
He received a liberal education and 
graduated from the medical department 
of the university of Michigan irt 1874. 
Shortly afterwards he located at Ad- 
ams, where he built up a large practice. 
He was also a registered pharmacist,, 
and in connection with his practice he 
conducted a drug store for many years. 
He was a very competent physician 
and was one o:fl the well knowrJ and 
popular professional men of Northern 
Berkshire. He was well known outside 
of his town, having been frequently 
called in consultation) in 
important 


cases. He was a member of the Mas- 
sachusetts, 
Berkshire 
district 
and 


North Berkshire medical societies. 


In connection with his professional 


and business" cares~Dr, Riley took a 
deep interest irJ the'affairs of the town, 
which he "served"in various important 
positions. 
He was elected selectman 


in 1886, and served on the board of 
health flrom 18S6 to 1,895. In 1889 he rep- 
resented his district in the legislature, 
where he served on the committees on 
towns anfl the public health. He was 
sent-to the legislature again in 1896, 
when he served bA" the committee on 
public charitable institutions. He was a 
lifelong democrat, but a man of liberal 
views, and when he ran for office he al- 
wajrjs received 
considerable supoort 


from, the opposition party. He was an, 
exceptionally genial and companionable 
man and -Was well liked by all classes. 
He was generous and accommodating, 
and did a. large amount of professior.Ul 
work among the poor, jfrr which he 
never received any pay and never ex- 
pected to. His personal qualities were 
such aa to win the friendship and es- 
teem of all with whom he was thrown 
into contact, arJi the failure of his 
health was greatly regretted by the peo- 
ple of Adams and his friends every- 
where. It was known that he could not 
recover, and the news' ofl his death oc- 
casioned no surprise. 


Dr. Riley leaves a widow, four broth- 


ers and a sister. Dr. John Riley of this 
city, Edward of Adams, Eugene of 
Worcester, FrarJk of Connecticut and 
Miss Rose Riley of West Stockbridge. 


The burial will be at Adams, and the 


jluneral arrangements will be announced 
later.

street railway companly, the "million 
dollar" company, flor a right of way 
through that town. There were about 
50 present at the hearing, which began 
at the town hall at 1.15. 


The important fact developed was 


that the Berkshire company does not 
want to press its claim beyond Cheshire 
village if the Hoosac Valley street rail- 
way company of this city is given per- 
mission to extend its tracks to that 
point, as it has petitioned for. The Berk 
shire company is willing to meet the 
local road there, and make connections 
with it. 


It was also developed that the Bei'k- 


shire company will do almost anything 
in reason or out of reason) for the sake 
of obtaining the privelege of going into 
Cheshire, and that It would be willing 
to buiW its line flrom Cheshire to Pitts- 
field, via Dalton, even if the Pittsfleld 
street railway were also given permis- 
sion to run from Cheshire to Pittsfield 
via Lanbsboro. 


The Berkshire company was represent 


ed by Lawyer HilMrard of Pittsfleld, 
Senator Post of Lenox. Mr. GilTett and 
others. The Pittsfleld street railway's 
rival interests were watched over by 
the Doian brothers. Representative Tur- 
tle and Lawyer Crosby. The Hoosac 
Valley street railway company of this 
city was represented by President C. Q. 
Richmond and Superintendent Nary. 


In opening the hearing Chairman 


Dean of the selectmen said there would 
be no limit on debate, and he corrected 
the misunderstanding that the Berk- 
shire company was in any way connect 
ed with the Third Rail system. 


Lawyer Hibbard was the first speak- 


er for the petitioners. He said that the 
Berkshire- company had met all re- 
quirements, and that he believed, the 
county was deficient in street railway 
service. The through county line is the 
thing needed, and this Berkshire com- 
pany stands ready to provide. 


Concerning any possible antagonism 


to the Hoosac Valley street railway, 
which IB also a petitioner HOT right of 
way from Cheshire north, he said that 
the Berkshire company felt called up- 
on to petition all the towns along the 
line, but that he had seen that the Hoo- 
sac Valley road had also petitioned to 
enter Cheshire. 
There would be no 


antagonism, and although he believed 
that the Hoosac Valley company- had 
rJo compact with any road, his company 
would be willing to work in harmony 
with the Hoosac Valley companyk im- 
plying that they were willing to meet 
it at that point rather than to try to 
come through Adams. 


In regard to the Cheshire road, the 


Berkshire company would meet all re- 
quirements, not hurting the state road 
because it would build at a safe dis- 
tance from the macadam, and would 
probab'lj* go over private property at 
that noliil.

Turtle of the Pittsfield company asked 
him how he Intendent to cross the Bos- 
ton & Albany south of Cheshire.

Senator Post then spoke on the Idea 


ofl a through county road. He referred 
to the fact that Lerrfux and Great Bar- 
rington have already granted rights of 
way to the Berkshire company, and said 
that tSockbri<3ge and Lee would cer- 
tainly do so.

brought together by "community of in- 
terest" for making widespread reduc- 
tion of expenses. Orders hare gone 
forth to dispense with all needless offi- 
cials in the general offices and solicit- 
ing forces, and all unnecessary agen- 
cies will be abolished. 


This policy is to be vigorously pur- 


suecr'on the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific systems, which have lately been 
merged; on the Beading and Jersey 
Central, the Southern railway and Mo- 
bile and Ohio, the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific, Gould and Kansas 
and Texas systems and tbe railroads 
affiliated with the Pennsylvania. 


It has further been decided to cut 


down as far as possible the actual op- 
erating expenses of railroads by taking 
offi useless trains and applying the "per 
ton mile" method so successfully prac- 
ticed by President James J. Hill of the 
Great Northern. Still more than this 
is planned by the financiers who con- 
trol the leading railroads of the coun- 
try. Economical methods are to be in- 
troduced for handling the anthracite 
and bituminous coal output, which is 
mainly owned or controlled by the 
railroad companjes. 


Many traffic yfficlals have been sum- 


moned to Nety York during the past 
few days to give advice in regard to 
tbe reduction of prices. Several conr 
fevouces have been held between the 
heads of leadicg railroads with a view 
to co-operating with one another and 
adopting uniform methods. 


It is generally conceded that the need 


of associations has largely disappeared 
since a handful of bankers assumed 
absolute sway of a few big groups of 
railroads. 
It is now an easy matter, 


says the New York Mail and Express, 
to give orders for the maintenance of 
rates, and the establishment of a few 
Joint agencies ia the place of a great 
array of competing staffs will follow. 


Only an estimate of the probable eco- 


nomics can be given at present The 
commuuity of ownership and absorp- 
tion of one road by another will result 
in the dispensing with perhaps 3,000 
men in the general offices, including 
some high salaried officials. 
At an 


average of, say, $800 hfere is a saving 
of $2,400,606 a year. 
Probably 5,000 


agents and solicitors will be done away 
with when the full programme is car- 
ried out from one end of the country to 
another. Here is a further saving of 
$2,500,000. 


In operating crews, by reason of cut- 


ting off useless competitive trains and 
regulating the size of trains according 
to the traffic to be carried, perhaps 12,- 
000 men can be dispensed with, there- 
by effecting a further saving of §6,- 
000,000 a year. This would result in a 
total curtailment of 20,000 men in the 
regular railroad service. 


The amount saved toy economy of 


rolling stock and maintenance qf stable 
rates and abolishment of "commissions 
will, it is estimated, be many millions 
of dollars a year, without any advance 
in traffic schedules. But community of 
ownership has in all cases been fol- 
lowed by moderate advances in rates, 
so that in this item there will be the 
largest gain in net revenue. The in- 
crease to .the railroads of the United 
States from higher rates is estimated 
by some as high as $50,000,000 a year. 


In the proposed rehabilitation of the 


anthracite trade, providing for the joint 
handling of the entire output, some 
have figured out a saving of 50 cents 
a tou, or about $25,000,000 a year. 
There will also be a correspondingly 
large increase in the profits of bitumi- 
nous coal through a concentration of 
interests such as is under way. 


This, it is claimed, is a comprehen- 


sive scheme for the saving of upward 
of $100,000,000 a year in the operation 
of the railroads and kindred industries.

Ingenious Scliemet 


From TV'hlcU It Has Evolnted. 


"The history of the typewriter would 


make a volume full of intense human in- 
terest," said an expert who was recently 
in the city. "There is no other mechani- 
cal appliance in the world upon which so 
much diversified inventive genius has 
Seen lavished and so many strange and 
cranky ideas advanced. When you know 
that over 300 different kinds of type- 
writers have been constructed and aban- 
doned since the date of the first experi- 
ment, and over 100 are in use now, you 
can form some conception of the magni- 
tude of the problem and the activity of 
the inventors. 


"Many of those queer early models 


beat no resemblance to any variety of 
machine familiar to us today. One of 
them was half as large as an ordina'y 
piano and weighed 600 pounds. It aid 
pretty fair work, by the way, if the 
operator wasn't pressed for time, and is 
now preserved as a curiosity in the office 
of one of the big firms in the north. 


"Another strange specimen was made 


like a globe—in fact, I think it was called 
•The Writing Globe'—and had the type 
raised on its surface. It swung around 
on a universal joint, and a very ingenious 
contrivance stopped and' depressed it at 
exactly the proper place over the paper. 
It worked perfectly, but it was impossible 
to write more than two or three words a 
minute on it, and how the inventor could 
possibly have imagined it would ever be 
B practical success is something I am nn 
able to understand. 


"Nearly all the modern typewriters 


now on the market are evolutions, rather 
than inventions. They have been gradu- 
ally built up and perfected and are the 
fruit of scores of brains. I call one ma- 
chine to mind in which fully 200 patents 
of different kinds are incorporated. One 
small part, that could be held in th< 
palm of the hand, has been changed anc 
improved a dozen tiraes^ ^ince -the firs; 
model came out oY'the shtfp. 


"Most of these inventions are made b^ 


the workmen at the befiches, and tit. 
company buys and develops them. As : 
rule they are small, and the mechaui 
gets from $5 to $50 for his idea, but oc 
casionally some bright fellow stumblf 
on to something much more valuab.c 
One big hit in that line was a device f c 
cutting typewriter type from a contmi1 
ous roll of wire. It" *raS~designed by : 
young chap in one of the large manufai 
tories, and his own firm paid him $40,00v 
in cash for the exclusive rights. He ha 
quit work siace and set up an automc, 
bile."—New Orleans Times-Democrat,

Chairmen of all the passenger asso- 


ciations in the United States held a 
conference at Chicago recently for the 
purpose of organizing from their OWE 
membership a protective association 
for the prevention of frauds of all 
kinds upon the passenger departments 
of the roads. The efforts of the nev, 
association will be directed especially 
against manipulation of tickets by 
scalpers in such a way as to deprive 
the roads of a large amount of revenue. 
All efforts heretofore made to suppress 
ticket scalding have proved fruitless, 
aud all hopes of prevailing OQ congress 
to pass an antiticket scalping law have 
practically been abandoned. It was 
therefore deemed necessary, to drive- 
ticket scalpers out of tlie^ market, to 
unite all the passenger associations in 
tbe work. It is understood the new 
association of chairmen will undertake 
the enforcement of the various state 
laws prohibiting ticket scalping and 
will investigate all cases of alteration 
of tickets, forgery of signatures, alter- 
ation of destination, etc. It is also pro- 
posed that the new association shall 
use its utmost efforts to have tariff 
rates strictly maintained by all roads.

•which, the account said, "the horse seem- ' 
eel to find delight in wearing." He had 
no Tcavcn to doubt that this was a true 
Story, though certainly the statement 
that the horse seemed to 2nd delight in 
wearing the spectacles did seem a little 
florid. 


As a general proposition the fitting of 


any sort of spectacles to the eyes of any 
wearer would require the exercise of in- 
telligence on the part of the Tearcr as an 
aid In the fitting. Intelligent assistance 
would be given by the human animal, 
man. 
But this could not be expected of 


horses and dogs. 


Some defects of vision In their eyes 


might be determined without the aid of 
the subject examined, but intelligent co- 
operation in the fitting could not bo had 
In their case even if it were desirable for 
them to wear spectacles or practicable 
for them to do so. At any rate, he had 
never himself known of an animal that 
did wear spectacles or of spectacles be- 
ing made for animals. 


A veterinary surgeon said that he had 


never heard of a horse wearing specta- 
cles, though it would not be impossible 
to provide-them if tha-t were desirable. 


Horses sometimes wear over the eyes 


blinders witls colored glasses. There are 
intended to prevent the horse from dis< 
cerning shadows. Such blinder* are some- 
times put on trotting horses in races. 


There are trotters that shy or break at 


the shadow on the track of the wire over 
it marking the starting and finishing 
point, or at the shadow of a building or 
of some projecting point of one, just as 
they would at a pool of water or some 
actual object on the track. A skip or a 
break might mean enough distance lost 
to lose the race. These blinders are used 
fso that the horse won't see the shadows. 


There are also put on trotting horses 


sometimes for the same purpose leather j 
blinders so made and adjusted that the i 
horse can look out over them and up- 
ward, bat not downward over them to 
the earth in front of him. Some thor- 
oughbred horses shy at mud or sand 
thrown in their eyes by horses ahead of 
them, and for these there are sometimes 
provided what are in effect spectacles, 
blinders covering the eyes for their pro- 
tection, but having glasses of ordinary 
glass.

!.u_u FOR LAWYERS. 


Arc Gathered nod to 
m The^ Are Sold. 


"TVhat becomes of the pins?" is an old 


and unanswered question, but "What be- 
comes of the corks?" admits of a pretty 
complete reply. Cork is one of the most 
indispensable articles; yet, useful as it ia 
and harmless as it appears, it is made a 
•cans of danger to health by trade com- 
p?t't'nr>; sot that anything noxious oc- 
curs in the original growth or prepara- 
tion for market of the cork wood or even 
in the process of charring the surface 
and closing the pores by extreme beat, 
which is said to give the elasticity and 
flexibility known in the trade as "nerve." 
When it comes on tho market, it is with- 
out any deleterious qualities. It is after 
the cork in its finished state has served 
its purpose in the neck of a. bottle that 
it begins its degenerate course. 


A cork once drawn and the bottle and 


contents disposed of is thrown away 
generally as waste, especially ia private 
houses, though in the liquor trade they 
are often preserved for sale to itinerant 
dealers, -who purchase them lor a trifle. 
Those which are thrown away gravitate 
to the ash and garbage barrel, the dump 
or the gutter and possibly the sewer. 
From these odorous and offensive recep- 
tacles as well as from behind the bar 
they eventually reach the bag of the ped- 
dling collector and are all placed in one 
mass to undergo the process of so called 
"cleaning," which makes them appear 
to the untrained eye as good as new and 
prepares them for sale to the economical 
bottler of winea, liquors, pickles or what 
not who has a strong eye to the main 
chance. The corks look all right and se- 
cure the bottle as well as new and clean 
ones would. So even if there ia a little 
poison or worse in them, what does it 
matter? thinks the careful dealer. 


Thousands of corks float about 'the 


coast, and thousands more which have 
been thrown out f,rom passing ships min- 
gle with them afld are finally cast on 
shore, where they are collected by thp 
egents of the dealers and shipped to the 
city to be "cleaned" and sold. 


Nothing will really clean them, but 


they can be whitened or bleached by the 
action of * powerful acid, and this i^ 
what is done. The acids used are chief 
ly sulphuric and muriate or hydrochloric. 
Vitriol is also sometimes employed. The 
trade is quite a large one and is said to 
be very profitable, many having grown 
rich at it and carrying on big establish- 
ments, with agents at all main point*. 
It is conducted mostly by foreigners and 
has representatives in nearly all the 
cities, though of course this city boasts 
of the greatest number.—New York Post. 


TRICKS IN ALL TRADES^ 


Lapidaries 'Who Substitute Stoneo 


That Are "Just «« Good." 


A Chicago jeweler was handed a New 


Mexico garnet the other day with the 
request that he have it cut for a ring 
setting. Two days later he sent for his 
customer, >nd when the latter came he 
said: 


"I am afraid to have that stone cut." 
"Why?" 
"Well, I am not sure that what Ivgive. 


to the lapidary will be returned to me.T 
He may substitute a stone." 


"How do you know?" 
"I took your garnet to a lapidary with 


an order to cut it at once. He looked it 
over and then handed me a cut stone, 
with the remark that that would do in 
its place. 
Then I found out that this 


lapidary at least, if not others, when re- 
ceiving a Btone in the rough, finds it 
cheaper to substitute an already cut 
stone of ,similar.4plor than to cut the 
original." 


The customer finally had the stone cut 


in carbuncle form for a pin, but to this 
day he is not satisfied that he received 
back the stone which he originally turn- 
ed over to the lapidary. In the matter 
of ordinary ring settings it is easy to 
make substitutions without it being pos- 
sible for even an expert to know that the 
change has been effected. 
The owner 


of a carnet in the rough has no means 
of proving when it has been cut that it 
is the stone ke first possessed. He takes 
the lapidary's irord for it. Another trick 
which is quite common, but not generally 
known to customers, is that of substitut- 
ing hair on customers who desire orna- 
ments of hair made for brooches, pins 
or chains. A young man secures a lock 
of hair from his sweetheart and rushes 
off to have it made -into one of those 
lovely watch. Chains that look like a 
centiped with a million legs. 
He lov- 


ingly hands the lock to the hair worker 
and in a week receives nia ornament. 
But often he does not receive back the 
hair he gave. The hair worker buys his 
hair At wholesale. He makes it up into 
stock ornaments. He simply matches the 
hair he has received with something in 
stock—not a difficult matter—his work ia 
completed and his bill ready for collec- 
tion. 


Of course the customer knows no bet- 


ter. So the workman of easy conscience 
asks, "What is the difference?" 
There 


does not seem to be much, only the differ- 
ence between honesty and dishonesty, 
and that is no more then the difference 
between black and white. — Chicago 
Times-Herald. 


The One Learned Profession Which 


Is Without a Handle. 


"It has always seemed strange- to me 


that the legal profession, wuicii is one o£ 
the foremost of the learned professions, 
may bestow u«S"' iff mpmbers no dis- 
tinctive title, as can the medical, for in- 
stance," said a member of the Dibtrict 
bar to a reporter. 


"A man came in my office the ether 


day and banded me his card, which bore 
two or three initial letter? at the end of 
his name. 
He was a compounder of 


drugs; not a druggist in the sense that 
he owned a drug store, though he might 
hare owned one, but he way licensed to 
put up prescriptions and therefore en- 
titled to place certain distinctive letters 
after his name. 


"A man upon graduating in medicine is 


authorized to placo after his name the 
letters 'M. D.,' which signify that he is 
a doctor of medicine, and the public by 
courtesy and long fixed and established 
custom calls him 'Dr.,' which is a dis- 
tinction above that of .the average man 
in life. To call a physician 'Jlr.' would 
be grounds almost for a duel, would 
be taken as an insult and certainly a 
slight. 
Physicians are very scrupulous 


in applying their titles to one another, 
and in a hospital when half a dozen phy- 
sicians are together the title 'Dr.' is ap- 
plied so often that it may be scooped up 
fairly. 


"This is as it should be, but none will 


deny that the profession of the law is not 
as learned and as ancient as that of med- 
icine. 
A lawyer should have some dis- 


tinctive title which would be recognized 
by the public and by the law and be sus- 
ceptible of protection by the law, as is the 
title of M. D., which is an offense to as- 
sume if the holder is not legally entitled 
thereto. But a lawyer, until he ascends 
to the bench, is simple 'Mr.,' like any 
man who can neither read nor write. 


"Even veterinary surgeons assume the 


title of 'Dr.;' civil engineers may place 
the initials 'C. E.' after their camps; 
dentists also assume the title of 'Dr.' 
and the initials 'D. D. S.;' the calling of 
a minister is made distinctive by tlie pre- 
fix 'Rev.,' and upon the conferring of 
certain degrees the recipient may be and 
is saluted as 'Dr.' In short, all of the 
actually learned professions and some 
'professions' which are not learned be- 
stow upon their members a distinctive 
title except my own. 


"The legal profession is itself to blame. 


It should years and years ago have 
adopted a title such as, for example only, 
'Judge,' thrown around it the sajeguard- 
ing protectien of the law, of which its 
members are the makers and construct- 
ors, prosecuted all men who attempted to 
use it without license and cherished it in 
a general way as aealously nnd as care- 
fully as does the medical profession its 
badge of distinction. In this way the so 
called shysters could ba rooted out and 
exterminated as thoroughly as the medi- 
cal profession suppresses spurious prac- 
titioners of medicine, and a decided tone 
would be imparted to the profession at 
large. 


"The restrictiens governing entrance 


into the legal profession would be drawn 
tighter and made more difficult, its mem- 
bership considerably lessened in all prob- 
ability, and every man when he M-as dis- 
possessed from a governmeat position 
would be estopped from hanging out his 
shingle as an 'attorney,' to the material 
profit of the public at large. 


"The great difficulty would be at this 


time in deciding upon the proper designa- 
tion. If it had been determined in Black- 
stone's day, it would have been too firm- 
ly fixed now to admit of question. It is 
quite likely, however, that the learned 
profession of the law, having existed for 
centuries without a title, will have to 
continue for all time to come to struggle 
along under the indefinite designation of 
'Mr.' "—Washington Star.

This is 
what has happened In Wilhamstown, 
and it is probable that for some time to 
come compulsory chapel attendance will 
be one of the most discussed themes in. 
New England. 


The piesenlt situation was created by 


John B. Gale of Williamstown, a gradu j 
ate of Williams in the class of 1S42, 
and one oil the most prominent men in 
this part of the state. He is a lawyer 
of reputation, and has conducted the 
town side of the famous college prop- 
erty taxation cases. Saturday after- 
noon he made public irJ the form of cir- 
culars the correspondence given in full 
belonv. 


In the letter to President Carter Mr. 


Gale announces that he will use every 
effort to secure the abolition of compul- 
sory chapel attendance as being an in- 
fringement on the liberties of the stu- 
dents, and that he will if necessary car- 
ry the matter to the courts. In the let- 
ter to the students of Williams ho asks 
their co-operation in the matter. The 
reply of President Carter is also given. 
President Carter refuses to discuss the 
matter further for publication. 


Mr. Gale insists that the president is 


responsible, while President 
Carter 


maintains that the college corporation 
has entire control over the matter. Mr. 
Gale.says that ifl the matter has to be 
carried to the court it will be necessary 
for someone who is a student to bring 
suit, and it is probable that the students 
will hold a mass meeting to discuss the 
matter and express their sentiments. 
The matter has been practically the on- 
ly topic of convrsation in the college 
and town since Saturday evening. 


Mr. Gale was seen yesterda3', and talk 


ed at some length in regard to the mat- 
ter 
"I shall probably brmlg action, if 


jthat be necessary," he said, "through a 
non-resident of the town, who is a stu- 
dent in the college. I expect in that 
event that the case would be carried 
directly to the United States court." 


Mr, Gale was asked if he was individ- 


ually responsible for the action which, 
he had taken, or whether it was that 
of a body of alumni, for whom he was 


j actinlg. He replied that he had taken 


I the course entirely upon his own re- 


I sponsibility and that he had not con- 
| suited a single alumnus o!) the college, 


though" he had been actuate^ by the 
trouble that George B. Wellington, 'T6, 
of Troy. N. Y., had in getting permis.- 
sion for his sort to attend the Episco- 
pal church. Mr. Wellington visited him 
he said, and they had a.conference, but 
Mr. Wellington was not aware of the 
circular before it was issued. 


Mr. Gale said that he did not antici- 


pate that it would be necessary for h"iiri 
to go to the courts, since he expected 
that the college would voluntarily dis- 
pense with the religious compulslbnl. In 
case such action was not taken by the 
college in a reasonable length of time, 
which would be governed by the circum 
stances, he stated that he would bring 
action at once. 


The chapel service which is thus 


brought into prominence Is held every 
morrjing at 8.20, and although in some 
colleges it has been done "away with, 
it has hardly been questioned, in Wil- 
liarnstown.

The letter which Mr. Gale made t>ub- 


lic are as follows: 


Students of Williams College, Gentle- 


men: 
The college faculty, as you well 


know, require your attendance at riine- 
tenths of all college daily prayers, and 
ofl college church services on Sundays, 
under the penalty of probation and dis- 
missal, and that they have committed 
the execution of such penalties to the 
dean, subject ontty to an appeal to them. 
This compulsory attendance clearly vi- 
olates your religious libertj', guaranteed 
to you by the constitution of this state, 
and it also prevents your having Sun- 
days at your own command. It is there 
fore my purpose to secure for you, by 
legal proceedings, your religious liberty 
from these invasions of it. As showinb 
to you more fully my views on the sub- 
ject, and also the devotion to our alma 
mater, that characterizes the work I 
am entering upon, a copy oil my letter 
on the subject to the president (no less 
of the corporation than of the college) 
is appended, and with it a copy of his, 
artewer, showing his attitude and his 
grounds for it. The form of the le^al 
proceedings will need to be against the 
college corporation, however innocent 
the body of trustees may be of the ad- 
ministrative violation o3 your religious 
liberty. Though I have net yet consid- 
ered the details of the proceedings, it 
b«enib piubo-uie lu.tl. a-u.ne t,£ iou i^ay 
need to join in) them, on behalf of all, 
and in such case the wider ynur concur- 
rence in rny work, the better for aJl 
concerned. And now, gentlemen, as my 
aim is directed only against compulsory 
attondrce at religious services, I cannot 
doubt that whatever may be the per- 
sonal liking of any of you for such ser- 
vices, no one will withhold firom his fel- 
low-students his sympathy and reason- 
able aid toward their obtaining the de- 
sired religious liberty, ancl also for their 
securing thoir personal freedom of ac- 
tion on Sur'Jays. Tour friend,

the college's requiring the students to 
attend certain religious exercises under 
the threatened penalty of probatlort and 
expulsion, in case of default, is, first, a 
grr = = \ rlat'ar. &fj t>af rt,*lg:ous !'.b---rfy 
which is guaranteed by the constitution 
of this state to all its citizens, and, sec- 
ond, of that religious liberty which Is 
the common heritage of the citizens of 
the United States under its constitution, 
and, 
tfiird, very prejudicial to the best 


interests of my alma mater, whom I 
want to revere and love '/.nd care Jo-, 
and to this town, with whose Interests 


»uy own are so largely ideiitined, and, 
lourth, as specially subversive of Col. 
Wlliams's foundation of a free school. 
U-coraiiSsly, I feel it my duty whilst 
ale and health shall be spared to me, 
to devote as much of tht-m as I can. 
Consistently, with other duties, to the 
arrest of such violation of religious lib- 
erty arid to effect this in two ways: 
i''irst, by proceedings for raising the 
constitutional question above indicated, 
and arresting such violation and (sec- 
ond, if need be, by a public agitation of 
the subject and an1 exposure of the au- 
tocratic method*, which the college our- 
faues in enforcing its denial of religic-us 
liberty to its students. It is, however* 
my earnest wish to conduct my endeav- 
ors to right the wrong above referred to 
with the- least practicable harm to rr.v 
alma mater, or to the college officials 
engaged in such denial of re'liKious lib- 
arty. And I therefore tender a confer- 
ence on tha subject with you, as presi- 
dent of the college and any other col- 
lege officers whom you may join with 
you, provided only that such conference 
be in some public college room, an'J that 
I may have present with me some

The North Adams club was organ- ] 


ized February 3, 1873, by a number of 
men asembied at the Arnold house, now 
the Wilson, as a purely social club, and 
tfcf first officers were: President ,H. P. 
Briggs; vice-presidents, Dr. George L. 
Bice and Col. C. F. Luther; secretary, 
Myron Barrows; treasurer, J. Henry 
"Wiight; directors, Wallace Freeman, 
V. A, Whitaker, F. E. Swift, A, M. 
Tinker, W. S. Johnson, L. M. Flagg 
and H. J. Clark, 
The club secured 


quarters in the Martin block, where it 
has been located ever since, the quar- 
ters being enlarged and improv A from 
time to time, as occasion requt 
For 


some years past they have included a 
large parlor, a billiard room and card 
room, with all other necessary con- 
veniences for club life. 


The club is the oldest social organi- 


zation m this part of the county, and 
has had until recently a very pros- 
perous career. It was quite exclusive, 
for which reason its membership was 
never large, and it never had 50 mem- 
bers at one time. But what it lacked 
in numbers was made up in the char- 
acter of its membership, which was 
composed chiefly of the leading busi- 
ness men of the city, with the result 
that it has been one of the most in- 
fluential organizations in the history of

far all the members to be present who 
could conveniently do so, for social 
good fellowship and the discussion of 
matters of public moment, particular- 
ly such matters as were 'of direct in- 
terest to the city. A lunch was usually 
served on Saturday evening and the 
rooms have been a pleasant and cheer- 
ful gathering place' for the members. 
If a history of the club were to be 
written it would be shown, as is al- 
ready well known to many .that a large 
number of the best pieces of work ever 
done for the community had theirorigin 
in the discussions of this club, which 
has always been very loyal to the in- 
terests of North Adams, invariably 
exerting its influence for '.tie general 
good, rather than seeking personal ad- 
vantages for its members. It did not 
undertake to dictate public policies, or 
anything of that kind, but all import- 
ant local questions were carefully con- 
sidered and -frankly discussed, 
and 


such influence as was exerted on the 
public cams through the members in 
their individual capacity.

The 
death 'of the club is due to changes 
which have come to the city in such 
rapid succession during the last few 
years, and to which this organization 
could not see its way clear to con- 
veniently conform. Its finances were 
in good condition, and there will be 
several hundred dollars left after all 
obligations have been squared.' This 
the club has decided to give to the 
hospital, thus crowning its useful ca- 
reer with an act of praseworthy and 
well directed generosity.
